THE ONLY WAY. 


Faced with the necessity of re- 


adjusting the agricultural system 
of this state from the traditional 


all-cotton to a diversification basis 
of operations, and of intensifying 
along the lines of industrial devel- 
opment, it is obvious that Georgia 
must deal more liberally with its 
institutions of agricultural, scien- 
tific and technical education in the 
future than it has in the past. 

That is to .say, the boll weevil 
heving made cotton growing an 
extremely uncertain occupation, 
the production of other farm crops 
instead of cotton, and the develop- 
ment of processes and manufac- 
tories for the utilization of those 
crops, constitute the only alterna- 
tive to business decadence and 
industrial decay in Georgia; and in 
working to those ends Georgia 
must rely to a greater extent tran 
ever before upon education along 
these specialized lines. 

This year the cotton yield of 
Georgia totals only about 800,000 
bales, as against a normal crop of 
around 2,000,000 bales; which rep- 
resents a shrinkage of something 
like 1,200,000 bales. 

The effect of this tremendous 
slump in cotton yield has been de 
pressing, as everybody knows. 

It has occasioned actual suffcr- 
ing; and the fact that it has not 
been actually calamitous is attrib- 
utable directly to 
which our state agricultural col- 
lege and other educational institu- 


tions have educated our people in| 


the production of diversified crops 
and along industrial lines, ( 

This sort of education must be 
kept up; it must be promoted with 
increasing intensity year by year if 
Georgia is to hold its own as an 
agricultural and industrial state, to 
say nothing of realizing its possi- 
bilities in these directions. 

And yet, in point of state sup- 
port given its agricultural college. 
its technological school and its 
university, Georgia stands at the 
bottom of the list of states—even 
of her sister states of the south. 

For instance, note the following 
extract from the constitution of 
Louisiana, adopted last June: 


“Article XNLI, Sestion 17: There 
shall be appropriated exelusively to 
ihe maintenance and support of the 
Louisiana State university and Agri- 
eultural and Mechanical college all 
revenues. derived and to be derived 
Seminary fund, the agri- 
mechanical college 
other funds or lands do- 
to be donated by 
the United States to the _ state 
of Louisiana for the use of a 
seminary of learning, or of a col- 
lege for the benefit of agricultural 
and mechanical arts. For its en- 
dowment and support there shall be 
levied annually, beginning on Jan- 
vary 1, 192 a tax of one-half of 
one mill on the dollar of the as- 
sessed valuation of all the taxable 
property in the state; but rif the 
proceeds of this tax exceed one 
million ($1,000,000) dollars in any 
one year, the excess shall be trans- 
ferred to the general fund; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section 
shall be construed as prohibiting 
the legislature from making such 
additional appropriations as may be

“After July 1, and until Jan- 
uary 1, 1925, the state’s severance 
er license tax on natural resources 
up to five millions ($5,000,000) dol- 
lars shall be appropriated to the 
said Louisiana State university and 
Agricultural and Mechanical col- 
lege for its maintenance, support, 
and improvement, and for the con- 
struction of additional buildings and 
equipment, provided, that there 
shall be first reserved and appro- 
priated annually out of the pro- 
eeeds of said state severance tax 
er license not exceeding two hun- 
dred. and fifty thousand ($250,000) 
dollars for the supervision and col- 
lection of the tax or license 
and the administration of conserva- 
tion laws ° 

In addition to the constitutional 
provisions, the Louisiana legisla- 
ture in 1920 appropriated the resi-

appropriations for support of that 
department. This residue will 
amount to about $2,000,000. 

Thus 
should receive from the severance 
tax about: $7,000,000 up to January 
1, 1925, after which date the sev- 
erance tax will be turned into the 
general fund and the university 
will be supported by the half-mill 
tax, which will produce not less 
than $1,000,000 a year. 

This is in line with the general 
plan by which the great, progres- 
sive agricultural states of the 


‘north and middle west—such, for 


instance, as Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, etc.— 
have developed their agriculture 
and financed, and are financing, 
their institutions of higher educa- 
tion, agricultural and otherwise. 

What a contrast is presented by 
Georgia, which has appropriated 
only $10,000 for buildings for its 
state university during the last 
the head of whose 
School of Technology has resign- 
ed to accept a similar position in 
a northern state at twice the salary 
Georgia pays him; and the presi- 
dent of whose agricultural college, 
his already meager salary cut this 
year, is now considering accept- 
ance of the tender of a vastly 
more lucrative position in Cali- 
fornia—and which is only one of 
several tempting offers he has un- 
der consideration! 

The probabilities are that no man 
now living will ever again see more 
than 1,000,000 bales of cotton pro- 
duced in Georgia in a single year. 

This means that all of the energy, 
labor-power, time and money rep- 
resented by the difference between 
the former normal cotton yield and 
that which may be produced under 
the boll-weevil conditions must be 
applied to the production of other 
crops and to other pursuits—or 
the state will go backward!

DO NOT SEE 

The joker law 
non-glare lenses for headlights on uu- 
tomobiles has done some good at least. 
It has taught folks that glare is bad 
for the evesight. The harm done by 
glare is more tragically expressed in 
accidents on the road at night, but 
it Is nevertheless more widespread 
in the average parlor or sitting room 
where the family circle spends the 
long winter evenings—if any such cir- 
cles still survive. 

It is hard on the eyes to have the 
ordinary style of table lamp shedding 
its glare directly upon the eyes 
those who sit at the table to 
or study or -work at night.

Following is the statement of Mr. 
Bennett : 

The audit showing condition of the af- 
fairs of the Merchants bank, Augusta, Ga., 
having just been completed, will probably 
be of interest to the depositors and credit- 
tors to know that it discloses a condition 
not altogether unfavorable. 

It shows the 
borough, vice president of the bank, 
be $166,728.10 through methods of forgery, 
but does not disclose any dishonesty on the 
part of any other officer, director or 
employee of the bank.

This bank: had a capital of $200,000,

the United States were invited — by 
Charles S. Barrett, president’ of the 
National Farmers union and chairman 
of the National Board of Farm organ- 
izations, to meet in Washington De- 
cember 6. 

The purpose is to make the acquaint- 
ance of the foreign and domestic rep- 
resentatives of the international con- 
ference on limitation of armaments 


‘and also to conceive measures to make 


the voice otf agriculture heard in 
world’s affairs. 

Mr. Barrett said if there is to be a 
limitation of armaments the farmers 
of the world desire to be of service 
in the great propaganda which may 
eventuate in bringing that desired con- 
dition to pass. It is expected to 
show the guests of the United States 
that the heart of agriculture is in any 
movement which gives any promise of 
relief from the miseries and burdens 
which war entails. 

“Agriculture is above all indystries 
affected by war and preparation for 
var,’ said Mr. Barrett. “I am call- 
ing this meeting so that this fact ean 
be more effectually impressed on our 
visitors and also on the American dele- 
gates to the. conference. 

“Tf anything real is 
plished, agriculture most offer all its 
resources in patriotism and _ intelli- 
rent effort, not to the United States 
alone, but to all the world.” 

Lord Riddell, the chief adviser to 
the British delegates, said today he 
would be glad to confer with the offi- 
cers of the national board of farm or- 
ganizations with a view to creating 


to be accom- 


ultimete complete world disarmament. 
The ‘-ritish representative and Mr. 
Barrett will meet tomorrow to outline 
plans for such an_ international 
agrarian movement. Lord Riddell owns 
Country Life, an English journal de- 
voted to rural life.

Bill Does Not, However, 

Provide for Additional ' 
Judge or New District 
in Georgia.

Washington, November 22.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The 
house will tomorrow take up under 
special order the Walsh bill for the 
appointment of additional district fed- 
eral judges for certain courts of the 
United States. Contrary to‘the gen- 
era] opinion in Georgia, this bill does 
not provide for any additional -judge 
in Georgia, or for a new district in 
yeorgia, although appeals have been 
inade for such relief in that state for 
several months. <As the allocation of 
the judges is made more in the line 
of republican party expediency than 
anything else, a great many of the 
democrats will fight the measure, 
among whom will be practically all 
of the Georgia delegation. 

The bil] provides new judges as fol- 
lows: 

For the district of Massachusetts, 
two; for the eastern district of New 
York, one; for the southern district 
of New York, two; for the eastern 
district of Pennsylvania, one; for the 
western district of Pennsylvania, one; 
for the northern district of Texas, one; 
for the southern district of Florida, 
one; for the eastern district of Michi- 
gan, one; for the northern district 
of Ohio, one; for the middle district of 
Tennessee, one; for the northern dis- 
trict of Illinois, one; for the eastern 
district of Illinois, one; for the district 
of Minnesota, one; for the eagtern 
district of Missouri, one; for the west- 
ern district of Missouri, one; for the 

“astern district of Oklahoma, one; 
for the district of Montana, one: for 
the northern district of California, 
one; for the southern district of Cal- 
ifornia, one; and for the district of 
Arizona, one. It further provides: 

“That after four vears from the 
passage of this act, the death, resig- 
nation, or removal of any district 
judge in any district for which ad- 
Gitional appointments are herein 
authorized shall not create a vacancy 
to authorize the appuintment of a 
successor, unless, within sixty days 
after such death, resignation, or re- 
moval, the attorney-general of the 
United States and the senior circuit 
judge of the judicial] cirenit embrac- 
ing the court and district aff°oted, 
shall certify in writing to the presi- 
dent that the condition and volume 
of business in the district courts 
within said judicial cireuit are such 
that in their judgment the _ public 
interest requires the appointment cf 
such successor. 

“The said judges shall report as 
to the condition of dockets in their 
circuits or districts and submit reecom- 
mendations as to the needs thereof 
and advise as to the imnrovement or 
expedition of the administration of 
justice in the courts of the United 
States.”
